THE NEW REPUBLICAN PARTY

OMETHING momentous came out of the McCarthy 

controversy that the Democrats can not ignore, and 
the Republicans must respect. A new party was born. 

As a nation we have lost our way because you and I 
have been. indifferent to the subversive influences which 
have become so effective they influenced the White 
House to join in the outery against McCarthy. 

At the Republican national convention two years 
ago, McCarthy, who had Been revealing the subversive 
forces, was made. by partv proclamation, one of its 
key policy promulgators.

A lot of people are tired of seeing the name McCarthy 
in print. So are we. His name will soon lose its news 
value, but the things he has stood for and fought for 
will not lose their news value. They will increase in 
public interest and they will dominate the spiritual and 
political life of this nation. Out of the censure contro- 
versv there has come the general assertion that Mc- 
Carthy has divided the Republican party. 

But McCarthy did not divide the Republican party. 
His enemies did. It was his enemies who used the vast 
power of the eastern news-magazine and newsvaner 
press to veddle the fantastic assertion that McCarthy 
had killed free speech in America. The absurdity of the 
charge helned divide the party. 

A confused and equivocal Secretary of the Army 
helped divide the party by prosecuting a case that ship- 
wrecked itself on the unanswered question, “Who pro- 
moted Peress?” Why, asked millions of Americans, 
should evch a question be considered impertinent? 

One thing is certain as the result of this tiresome 
Senate controversy. The Renublican party IS split. And 
the Democratic party-has lined up solid to emphasize 
that division. The Democratic party has played a small 
and unbecoming part in trying to make a narty issue 
out of what should be a patriotic rally to the sunport 
of American heritage: The Democratic party has plaved 
true to its New Deal and Fair Deal obiectives of cul- 
tivating the support of the anti-antiCommunists. 

The Democrats can not go to the people in the next 
presidential election askine for support of their solid 
endorsemert of censuring a patriotic Senator for doing 
his dutv. The Democretice party has made its political 
bed and it must lie in it. 

There is a rift! Flanders of Vermont, Watkins of 
Utah, Sherman Adams of New Hampshire and Eisen- 
hower put it there. Utah, Vermont, New Hampshire, so 
far as electoral votes are concerned, are comparatively 
inconsequential. But California, the second strongest 
political state in the Union, rises up with Knowland. 
He is the leader of that division that may rebuild 
the Republican party with new inspiration, new dedica- 
tion and strong devotion to our country’s cause. 

As a leader, Eisenhower’s much publicized popularity 
will face the rational and muscular patriotism that is 
proclaimed and promoted by such STATESMEN as 
Bricker of Ohio, Styles Bridges of New Hampshire, 
Dirksen of Illinois, Hickenlooper of Iowa, Jenner and 
Capehart of Indiana, Mundt of South Dakota, Malone 
of Nevada, and Knowland of California. There is a 
power house of patriotic courage and integrity. 

As of now, the strongest among them is Knowland. 
He is no coattail rider. He is a challenger. He is a 
champion of our Republic. And that is what the people 
wanted two years ago and didn’t get. That is what they 
still want and are now determined to get. ; 

Ten million Americans who signed the petitions 
denouncing the clumsy censure of McCarthy are going 
to haye a lot of influence on the Republican party. The 
Republican party is going to be reborn, reconsecrated, 
and rededicated to the principles which our forefathers’ 
bequeathed us. The new Republican party is going to 
reawaken our slumbering citizens to a comprehension of 
our heritage. 

Ike and Tom Dewey and Winthrop Aldrich played 
the game to stop inquiry into subversives, and they lost 
New York, our most populous state. California, the next 
largest, went Republican. In the next national conven- 
tion the Knowland Republicans from California may be 
in command. Dewey has lost most of his power now, 
even with his own New York delegates. By 1956 eastern 
delegates to the Republican convention may be hurry- 
ing to join the Knowland group.

It was a fatal theory— 
this idea that by following a line as close as possible to 
that of the Democrats the Republicans could woo Demo- 
cratic voters. The wreckage of the Willkie and Dewey 
campaigns proved it. 

The One-Worlders were never Republicans :" prin- 
ciple, in spirit or performance. They should nut be per- 
mitted to confiscate the Party avain.

Zero In Policy 


The President of the United States proclaimed Dec. 
10 as United Nations’ Human Rights Day. And then, 
just in case the wrath of patriotic Americans rises up to 
overwhelm him, he took the precaution of proclaiming 
Dec. 15 as the anniversary of the Bill of Rights, the first 
ten amendments to the U. S. Constitution. By firing a 
blast in either direction the President presumably is seek- 
ing to maintain his position as a “middle-of-the-roader.” 

Whatever he does, Mr. Eisenhower wants everyone 
to know that he is not against anything. First, of course, 
he is for the United Nations. This is indicated by his own 
personal excitement and elation whenever he gets a bid 
to’ speak before this international rabble. Certainly he 
ought to be for the United States first. In fact he took 
an oath which should have made a lasting impression 
upon his sense of loyalty. But with every act since his 
inauguration he has signaled his deep devotion to U. N. 
affairs, and his aversion for America in those instances 
where American interests should have predominated. 


We heartily applaud his belated praise of the Bill of 
Rights. We recall that when he was asked to proclaim 
Oct. 23 as United States Day, he welched out of that re- 
quest by having his office write that he could issue no 
proclamation until Congress took appropriate prior ac- 
tion. We wonder when Congress took the action setting 
aside Dec. 10 ang 15, respectively. 

But, more than that, we are curious about this pro- 
clamation which sets aside the so called “covenant” or 
“declaration” of Human Rights as worthy of American 
commemoration. If Mr. Eisenhower has read this com- 
pletely un-American document he would have learned 
that it.is the precise opposite of everything stated in the 
American Bill of Rights. It is, in fact, a paraphrase of the 
Russian constitution, written by Joseph Stalin and his 
Marxists mentors. It advocates complete regimentation 
of the individual and government <ontrol from the cradle 
to the grave. 

We now see the President in the role of Janus. He 
is for liberty on Dec. 15. He is for slavery on Dec. 10. 
This is total negation. The Eisenhower policy is now 
clearly revealed. It is the policy of zero.

The Soviet Universal State is now embarked on a 
peace campaign (between making local wars and shooting 
down American planes). 

That peace campaign is designed 
immediately to achieve the admission 
of Red China into the United Nations, 
and ultimately to establish east-west 
trade. 

In a word, the Soviet Universal 
State wants a breathing spell during 
which it can consolidate its gains, 
strengthen its economic and military 
position. 

What guarantees do we have that 
the breathing spell will not be used 
against us by propaganda and infil- 
tration, both of which Russia has 
developed into instruments of war? 

Such a peace is like the long truce that General George 
Marshall arranged in China in 1946, 

When it was over, Soviet Russia had e-nquered China 
and had put a Communist government in thet country. 

That deed was not done by the Chinese people; it was 
the result of an American-arranged temporary peace. 

Such a peace is like the prolonged truce and peace 
talks in Korea, after which the United States lost the 
Korean war,.making it. possible for the Red Chinese army 
to conquer much of Indo-China, humiliating France and 
the United States at Geneva. That was the result of an 
American policy of appeasement. 

Such a peace is now in existence in Indo-China where 
the Communists have stopped military action at the 17th 
parallel but are moving into Laos and Cambodia by 
“peaceful” infiltration, and into Thailand by propaganda.

PEACE NEEDS to be analyzed, lest it be a prelude to 
war. President Eisenhower said to the National Council 
of Catholic women: 

“I say with all the earnestness that I can command 
that if American mothers will teach our children that 
there is no end to the fight for better relationships among 
the people of the world, we shall have peace; because as 
they do this, other mothers will do it and gradually the 
age-old longing of the human kind of peace will be re- 
flected in better governmental structures, governmental 
structures that will be forced to comply with the demands 
of a great and enlightened citizenry throughout the world.” 

This is all true and laudable and to it we should all 
say, “Amen!” 

Nevertheless, we want to make sure that such an 
attitude does not encourage left-wing propagandists and 
greedy businessmen and Soviet agents to start a propa- 
ganda along these lines: 

1—To give away our military secrets without 
safeguards; 

2—To recognize Red China; 

3—To trade freely with Soviet Russia and Red 
China even in strategic materials which can be used 
to kill our sons;

INITIATIVE, Yet the American people themselves, by the Sixteenth 
Amendment, have achieved what the tyrannical British King could 
not, We have made all the income of all the people subject to un- 
questioned levy at the whim of the government of the moment, 


If America is to survive, the Sixteeth Amendment to our 
Constitution must be replaced or surrounded with drastic restrictions, 
Those who contend that restricting income taxes to 25% of income 
would “only help the rich man” simply do not understand the prob- 
lem. The people can be strong and happy only in a strong economy 
that cam provide well-paying jobs for all and an abundant supply of 
consumer goods which guarantees a high standard of living. All men, 
be they rich men or poor men, must have an incentive for working, 
be that incentive profit or be it happiness, 


In America today a man of wealth, possessed of industrial or 
managerial genius has no incentive to make use of his talents, If he 
risks his money and gives of his time he can be successful and provide 
many well-paying jobs for the people, But what is his own reward? 
Absoultely nothing! In fact, worse than nothing, for by making more 
profit he may find himself in a higher income tax bracket and actual- 
ly liable for more taxes than when he bestirred himself not at all, 


In wartime this man cheerfully gives of his time and genius 
and money for patriotic reasons, In peacetime he will not, More 
and more he is withdrawing from activity, Who can blame hiin? 
If he fails in business he loses, If he is successful in business he still 
loses, Does this make sense, 


As the individual deprived of all initiative, withdraws from 
business and industry and eliminates jobs for the workers, these work- 
ers are not withdrawn from the economy, They remain with us, 
They must have jobs, And the result? There is, of course, but one 
answer, The government must provide the jobs, either by relief or by 
public works of the WPA variety, The salaries of these workers would 
be paid for by arbitrary levies upon the earnings of the fortunate 
(through increased income taxes) or by further raising of the astro- 
nomical public debt by “borrowing” money which never has and never 
will exist, This is done, apparently, upon the completely falacious 
theory that printing United States Bonds with nothing to secure them 
has some sanctity that does not attach to United States Currency of 
the “printing press” variety, 


In any event, the inevitable result is the same, First, STATE 
SOCIALISM, under which the government, being the only force that 
will or can be compelled to manage business without incentive, will 
own and manage everything, AND SINCE NO GOVERNMENT IN 
‘HISTORY HAS” BEEN SUCCESSFUL IN OPERATING ANY BUSINESS, 
the complete chaos that will follow will provide the opportunity that 
INTERNATIONAL COMMUNISM HAS SO LONG PREDICTED AND 
AWAITED, American liberty and independence can end 4s in- 
gloriously as its beginning was glorious, 


Whether we live as an independent nation, or whether our 
proud nation dies while our people become Communist slaves is not 
an academic matter, It is a serious and all-embracing question that 
confronts us NOW.

IN UNIVERSITIES 
(Christian Economics) 

Writing in a recent issue of The 
Freeman, William F. Buckley, Jr., 
an alumnus of Yale, says: 

“At Yale only one course is of- 
fered in Comparative Economic 
Systems. It is taught by a man 
who enthusiastically supports the 
Labor Party in Great Britain and 
recommends that the United States 
follow its lead in almost every par- 
ticular.”” 

Mr. Buckley further states: 

“The basic textbooks in econo- 
mics endorse the New Deal-Fair 
Deal Keynesian view of things, and 
at a dozen points encourage ‘in- 
creased government responsibili- 
ties. One of the books in use... 
states: ‘The conclusion which the 
argument of this book suggests is 
the entirely unoriginal one that 
democratic socialism, properly un- 
derstood, is the best cure for pov- 
erty and the best method of fur- 
thering the happiness of the human 
race....’ Socialism is ‘both prac- 
ticable and necessary....’ The ‘as: 
sumptions (of free enterprise) are 
false. As realistic arguments they 
have today evaporated: and with 
them has evaporated the only ser- 
jous case for laissez faire. Their 
unreality is demonstrated in the 
chapters...below.’ ”’ 

Mr. Buckley points out that there 
is little difference between the Re- 
publican and Democratic parties, 
but that the latter symbolizes ar 
advance in the general direction ot 
the English Labor Party while the 
former mildly resists some of those 
advances. Then he shows the ef- 
fect of the socialistically slanted 
teaching of economics at Yale, by 
referring to some [figures obtain- 
ed in a poll conducted at Yale ir 
the fall of 1952. 

“This poll revealed that the un- 
dergraduate boy was about 2-1 for 
the Republican Party. The facul- 
ty, however. was 2-1 in favor of the 
Democratic Party. ‘The Law School 
was 14-1 Democratic; the Divinity 
School 13-2. Now note that while 
the undergraduate body was Re- 
publican, the Graduate School was, 
in the words of the Yale Daily 
News (October 15, 1952) ‘solidly 

mocratic.’ ”’ . 

This would indicate that Yale is 
very effective in changing the 
thinking of its students—that it is 
exceedingly effective in promoting 
the cause of socialism. 

A poll at Harvard showed much 
the same results. There is little 
reason to believe that polls at oth- 
er large universities would differ 
from these two. 

Is it not time for businessmen to 
carefully rethink a policy of giv: 
ing funds earned in free enterprise 
to institutions that are slowly de- 
stroyifig it?” 

Fortunately ,the're are small 
colleges in our country that vigor- 
ously uphold freedom in the econo- 
mic realm and strongly and intel- 
ligently oppose further socializa- 
tion. It is urgent that the busi- 
ness interests of our country, trans- 
fer their support to the institu- 
tions that uphold the system re- 
sponsible for the great outpouring 
of wealth in our country.

hese booklets are cheaply priced for max- 
imum distribution and are printed by Co- 
lumbla University Press, New York. This 
seems appropriate, considering the role Co- 
lumbia's Teachers College has long played 
in developing new methods for radicalizing 
and Internationalizing public education in 
this country. The institution has become 
well-known as a hotbed of British Fubianism, 
that peculiar type of creeping socialism 
which sired the present Labor Govern- 
ment which has reduced England to a 
fourth-rate power and a ctar boarder in the 
European section of America’s world charity 
ward. 


TEACH DISLOYALTY TO CHILDREN 


UNESCO's booklets read like the propa- 
ganda put out by United World Federalists, 
Inc., which has been denied tax exemption 
because of its specifically political nature. 


‘stimulate ultimate classroom 








They begin by advancing the totally un- 
American doctrine that the prime function 
of public education in the United States 
must be that of capturing the minds of our 
children, at the earliest possible age, for 
the cause of political world government. The 
teacher is urged to devote every classroom 
minute to this end, and every subject taught 
must serve, or be revised in such a manner 
that it is made to serve, this same central 
objective. 

The program is quite specific. The teacher 
is to begin by eliminating any and all words, 
phrases, descriptions, pictures, maps, class- 
rocm material or teaching methods of a sort 
causing his pupils to feel or express a par- 
ticular love for, or loyalty té, the United 
States of America. Children exhibiting such 
prejudice as a resuit of prior home in- 
fluences—UNESCO calls it the outgrowth of 
the narrow family spirit—are to be dealt 
an atundant measure of counter propaganda 
at the earliest possible age. Booklet V, on 
page 9, advises the teacher that: “The kind- 
ergarten or infant school has a significant 
part to play in the child's education. Not 
only can it correct, many of the errors of home 
training, but it can also prepare the child 
for membership, at about the age of scven, 
in a group of his own age and habits—the 
first of many such social identifications that 
he must achicve on his way to membership 
in the world society.” 


PCISONING THE MINDS OF TEACHERS 


Following this same line of attack upon 
patriotism and its parental encouragement, 
the same booklet, on pages 58-60, goes on to 
further poison the minds of our teachers by 
adding: 

“As we have pointed out, it is frequently 
the family that infects the child with ex- 
treme nationalism. The school should there- 
fore use the means described earlier to com- 
bat family attitudes that favor jingoi:m. 
Education for world-mindedness is not a 
problem that the school can solve within its 
own walls or with its own means. It is a 
political problem even more than an educa- 
tional one, and the present position of 
teachers does not, in g@neral, permit them to 
intervene in the fleld of politics with the 
requisite authority. We thought with cau- 
tious optimism that educators could also try 
to influence public opinion. Certain mem- 
bers of our group thought that educators 
might now besiege the authorities with ma- 
terial demands in the manner of a trade 
union. In our opinion it is essential that, 
on the one hand, a children’s charter should 
secure for all children such education as is 
summarized in this report, which alone can 
create .he atmosphere in which development 
of world-mindedness is conceivable, and 
that, on the other hand, a teacher's charter 
should secure for all members of the teach- 
ing profession the liberty to provide such an 
education by the means they decide upon, 
as well as the right of access to commissions 
and councils responsible for the organization 
of public education.” 

Aside from encouraging the public school 
teachers to make war upon the ideals of 
patriotic national devotion which UNESCO 
sees as infecting our children in the home, 
precisely what kind of instruction would the 
authors of these UNESCO booklets intro- 
duce by influencing public opinion, be- 
sicging the authorities with material de- 
mands in the manner of a trade-union, snd 
by pressing for a Children’s Charter and a 


| Teachers’ Charter, which refer to instruments 


prepared in treaty form, making UNESCO 
principles the supreme law of the United 
States? Let's see. 


TEACHERS URGED TO SUPPRESS 
AMERICAN HISTORY 


First of all, teachers are urged to suppress 
American history and American geography, 
which might enhance pro-American senti- 
ments which UNESCO wishes to sterilize. 
Here is how booklet V, on page 11, treats the 
problem as it affects children aged 3 to 
13 years: 

“In our view, history and geography should 
be tauvht at this stage as universal history 
and geography. Of the two, only geography 
lends itself well to study during the years 
prescribed by the present survey, The study 
of history, on the other hand, raises prob- 
lems of value which are better postponed un- 
til the pupil is freed from the nationalist 
prejudices which at present surround the 
teaching of histery.” 

Translated into less abstruse phraseology, 
the teacher is Instructed to purge American 
geogrushy from the elementary schoo! class- 
room, by divorcing it from its national ele- 
ment, end to comnletely ignore the teaching 
of history until the pupil enters high scho@l, 
since this subject cannot be similarly inter- 
nationalived, and so fs too risky to ad- 
vanee until the youngsters’ patriotic spirit 
has been thorovghly emasculated. Parents 
who take a bit of time to investigate may 
find (as we found in eastern Pennsylvania) 
that a number of elementary schools have 
already dropped American history as a stand- 
ard, required subject. 


LOGICAL TEACHING METHODS TO BE 
DISCARDED 


1, gical and orderly teaching methods are 
also to be discarded if found to obstruct 
UNESCO'S program for de-Americanizing the 
minds and hearts of little children. Dis- 
cursing the u ual method of texuching geog- 


raphy, booklet V, page 11, continues: 





“One method much in use now is to teach 
geography in a series of widening circles, 
beginning with local gecgraphy (i. e., the 
classroom, the school building and its sur- 
roundings, the village, the country) and pro- 
ceeding to a study of the nation and the 
continent. Only. when that routine has 
been accomplished is the child introduced to 
the rest of the world. 

“This pregres$ from the particular and 
the tmmediate to the general and the remote 
may be logical, but does it serve our pur- 
pose?” 

The booklet goes on to conclude that It 
certainly does not, since it is found that this 
manner of presentation will lead pupils to 
the mistaken conclusion that what is nearest 
to them is the most important and vice versa. 
UNESCO-indoctrinated teachers must there- 
fore reverse the procedure, upset the rule 
of logical sequence, and begin by teaching 
the 8-year old child about the distribution 
of land and water, of air and sca currents, 
hydrography, climate, occupations, etc. But, 
even before this, and certainly before the 
youngsters are given any kind of formal 
study of their own country, every opportu- 
nity should be taken to enlarge the child's 
imagination and encourage him in an in- 
terest in all that is remote and strange. This 
is accomplished by occupying the impres- 
sionable mind of the very young child with 
the games, occupations, tools, domestic ani- 
mals, etc., of foreign lands. The purpose 
of this is not simply to teach our kindergar- 
ten and elementary pupils about alien peo- 
ples, but to cause them to identify them- 
selves in their imagination with people dif- 
ferent from themselves. 


TRUTH IS TO BE SUPPRESSED 


Truth, like orthodox and reasonable teach- 
ing methods, is to be suppressed wherever 
and whenever it stands in the way of glori- 
fying those things which are foreign above 
those which are particularly American. On 
page 14, booklet V, there appears the fol- 
lowing advice: 

“Certain delicate problems, however, will 
arise in these studies and explorations. Not 
everything in foreign ways of living can be 
presented to children in an attractive light. 
At this stage, though, the systematic exami- 
nation of countrics and manners ¢an be post- 
poned, and the teacher need seck only to 
insure that his children appreciate, through 
abundant and judicious examples, that for- 
eign countries, tov, possess things of interest 
and beauty, and that many of them resemble 
the beauty and Interest of his own country. 
A child taurht thus shou the different coun- 
t.les of the world will gradually lose these 
habits of prejudice and contempt which are 
an impediment to world-mindedncss.” 

And there you have the UNESCO instruc- 
tions on geography and history: Suppress 
American studies in these fields; accentuate, 
by abundant and judicious examples, all that 
is especially worth while and a‘tractive in 
foreign modes of living; but, as soon as the 
peint of unfavorable renorting seems to be 
approaching, simply postpone further studv, 
leaving the children with the false and truly 
prejudiced notion that the nations of the 
other continents are paragons of virtue, 
beauty and over-all perfection. 


LIKE A PASSAGE FROM MARX COM- 
MUNIST MANIFESTO 


What else does UNESCO's teachers’ guides 
recommend that our little ones be taught? 
For one thing’ (booklet V, p. 16), “the mcth- 
ods for putting the resources of the globe at 
the disposal of all people,” which reads like a 
passage from Marx Communist Manifesto. 
Following the same line. page 51 of the same 
work proposes an international anthem for 
American classrooms (and tomorrow‘ (for) 
all the inhabitants of the world). It is in- 
teresting to note that the booklet we are re- 
viewing was prepared in 1949, and that a 
United Nations anthem was previewed by 
the U. N. in 1950, being presented to the 
public on October 1 of that year in Califor- 
nia‘'s giant Hollyweod Bowl. The anthem 
describes how things will tke when its flag 
(the spiderweb banner of the U. N.—editor) 
waves o'er every land. 

We have quoted extensively from booklet 
V, because it contains the most flagrant of 
UNESCO's anti-American pronaganda, and 
develops it the most extensively. Now, in 
the space left us, let's quote from other vol- 
umes jn the series: 


OBJECTIVE: A ONE-WORLD 
GOVERNMENT 


Booklet IV, on pages 13 14. sympatheti- 
cally deals with the various methods for con- 
verting the United Natious into an actual 
world state. The or :inal concept of the 
U. N. as an assembly of delegates represent- 
ing free and sovercign governments ts being 
challenged, teachers are informed, in an ef- 
fort to break pp the concentration of politi- 
cal power in the hands of national govern- 
ments, especially the great-pawer govern- 
ments, which includes the United States of 
America. There are two alternative propos- 
als. The first, to popularly elect U. N. repre- 
sentatives; the second, to appoint represent- 
atives who will be organized specialists in 
limited fields. The latter propos#l follows 
the Fascist ideolozy which developed the 
cutporate state of Italy, under Benito Mus- 
solini,. UNESCO is not perturbed on this 
score, however, since “it would be a begin- 
ning of functiunal world government based 
on transnational rather than international 
cuoperation.” :

into the field of detuiled sex education. Here 
are a few samples of the type of questions 
which UNESCO, which is heavily subsidized 
by the tax ‘dollars of many Americans who 
feel that sex training rests within the do- 
main of the home or of the tenets of their 
own particular religious faith, propounds for 
our public-school teachers: “Are there de- 
vices * * * for limiting the family?” 
“What are supposed to be the typical feel- 
ings of pregnant women?” “Do parents un- 
dress before the child?” “What is he (the 
child) told about where tabies come from?” 
A sense of propriety prohibits us from quot- 
ing the even less modest projects which ap- 
pear with the above. 


YOUR JOB AS A LOYAL AMERICAN 


Space does not permit us to further ex- 
amine the other booklets in the series, but 
this brief analysis should serve to alert the 
citizen to the menacing nature of UNESCO's 
activities. Once alerted, then, it is his job— 
your job as a luyal American—to take the 
next step. Contact your friends and neigh- 
bors, show them this Newsletter, ask them to 
join with you in forming a local committee 
to obtain further data and ficht this danger. 
Order those nine book!ets of UNESCO, and 
also the heavier paper-bound book titled “A 
Handbook for the Improvement of Text- 
books and Teaching Materials,” which sug- 
gested another UNESCO project (to eliminate 
Americanism from schoolroom reading ma- 
terial) which we may deal with in the very 
near future. Read this material for your- 
selves; then, as a committee, go into action. 

Firstly, prepure your own report and sub- 
mit it to your local school board. Introduce 
the matter before your parent-teacher as- 
scciation. Interview the teachers in your 
community and ask their assistance in ob- 
taining action. Jvin with the American 
Flag Committee in demanding that your 
United States Senators introduce and sup- 
port legislation withdrawing our Govern- 
ment from UNESCO membership and termi- 
nating its activities in this country. Many 
other ways will occur to you, in which you 
can help safeguard our American system of 
public education from infiltration and 
undermining by UNESCO's America last 
propugandists. 


UNESCO MUST ASSUME 
RESPONSIBILITY 


One further word remains to be added. 
Several of the booklets discussed bear a 
preface which states that the views.expressed 
are those of their authors, and that they do 
not represent the official views of UNESCO. 
If this weak-kneed attempt to avoid respon- 
sibility is brought to your attention by a 
UNESCO apolozist, tell him that one who 
administers pvison to a Nation's youth is 
guilty of a crime, whether the prescription 
is official or other.
